> Decision Holds Statute of Limi- 


tations Barred Sentences 
Against Labor Leaders. 


NO CONSPIRACY 


American Federation Officials 
Were Charged With Plotting 
to Violate Injunction.

WASHINGTON, May i11.—The 


tempt sentences imposed by the District 
Supreme Court upon Samuel Gompers, 


John Mitchell and Frank Morrison, Ia- 
bor leaders, were set aside today by the 
Supréme Court for the second time as 
barred by the statute of limitations. 

Justice Holmes in beginning the opin- 
ion said that contempts were not to be 
treated as conspiracies, a point urged 
upon the Court in behalf of the labor 
leaders. 

Justice Holmes said the case turned on 
the point that the contempt proceedings 
should, have been started within three 
years from the date of the committing 
of the offenses. He said that proceed- 
ings for contempt should be speedy and 
thus come within the purpose of the 
statute of limitations, which require 
prosécutions within three years. 

Justices Pitney and VandeVanter dis- 
sented. 


Coatempt Cases Grew Out of Injunc- 
tien in Bueck’s Range Boycott. 
The contempt charges against Samuel 


Gompers, John Mitchell and Frank 
Morrison grew out -of the injunction 
issued by. the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court to prohibit the Federation 
boycotting the Buck’s Stove and Range 
Co. Proceeding as if the contempt cases 
were part of the injunction suit, the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court held the labor lead- 
ers in contempt and sentenced Gompers 
to one year in jall, Mitchell to nine 
months and Morrison -to six months 
The Suprenie Court of the United States 
on May 15, 1911, set aside those sen- 
tences holding that penal sentences ha:! 
been erroneously imposed in @-civil sujt.

It charged contempt ‘or the court in 
various utterance. of Gompers in 
speéches and editorially in the Federa- 
tionist. Still another charge was that 
he printed and circulated a paper known 
as “An Urgent Appeal for Financial Aid 
in Defense of Free Press and Free 
Speech,” in which it was contended 
that he suggested members of the Fed- 
eration might violate the injunction and 
defeat its obfect, provide* they were 
not within the District of Columbia. 

Frank Morrison was charged with co- 
operating with Gompers, as Secretary 
of the Federation, in making these pub- 
lications. Mitchell was likewise charged 
with co-operation in the circulation of 
the Federationist and of the “Urgent 
Appeal” and with presiding over a meet- 
ing of the United Mine Workers on Jan. 
25, 1908, when a resolution was adopted 
placing the Buck’s stoves and ranges 
on the unfair list and providing for fines 
for members who purchased such a stove 
or range. 

Court Approves Report. 

The report was approved by the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court and the identica! 
sentences of the first proceedings were 
imposed. 

The District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals remanded the case with direc- 
tion that the sentence on Gompers be 
modified to one month's imprisonment 
and the imprisonment of Mitchell an4 
Morris be changed to a fine of $500 for 
each man. 

The District Supreme Court Commit- 
tee insisted before the Supreme Court 
that the Court of Appeals had no right 
to modify the sentences. Alton R. 
Parker, recent presidential candidate, 
and Jackson H. Ralston, contended the 
men had not been guilty of any con- 
tempt.

FEZ, Morocco, May i11—Tazza, a 
French military aviator, was one of the 
rrincipal factors in yesterday’s victory 
of the French troops over the Moors at 
Teza, which gave the French command 
of the Eastern approaches to Fez.

There were several petitions in Woods’ 
behalf to save him from a prison term. 
The grand jury, which indicted him, 
wrote the Judge a letter stating they 
had performed their duty in returning 
the indictment, but that they favored a 
parole. Attorney-General McReynolds. 
in a letter to District Attorney Hourts, 
instructed the latter he need not inter- 
pose objections to leniency for the boy.

past old Trinity Church and into the 
city hall plaza the procession passed. 

At city hall the columns and portico 
of which were draped in black, the 
cortege halted while Mayor Mitchel 
placed upon a caisson a wreath of 
orchids, the city’s tribute. As he did 
so, the bluejackets stood at present 
arms and 800 school children sang 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” Gathered 
at the city hall were perhaps 10,000 spec- 
tators. 

Brief Service Arranged. 

From there the route lay north, across 
Manhattan Bridge to Brooklyn and the 
navy yard, where the ceremonies were 
simple and comparatively brief. 

It was just 10:0 when the procession 

reached the Navy Yard. President Wil- 
son, Secretary Daniels, Gov. Glynn and 
the others on the President’s stand, 
stood bareheaded while the coffins were 
taken from the caissons and placed .n 
a line in front of the stand. The trana- 
fer occupied 15 minutes. 
Ten thousand spectators with bare- 
heads stood massed about the four sides 
of the square. Several thousand more 
were gathered on neighboring roofs. 
The air was so still that the flag hal‘ 
way down the tall staff in the middle of 
the parade ground hung limp. The heac 
was oppressive and one of the marines 
from the Wyoming fainted and was 
dragged out of the front rank by + 
captain. 

When all the coffins were in place, 
the sailors holding the crowd back at 
the! edge of the square gave way and 
several thousand persons rushed into 
the inclosure. 

The silence that had overhung the 
parade grounds was broken for the first 
time when the band began to play soft- 
ly, “Nearer, My God, to Thee.”” When 
the hymn was finished, Chaplain Cas- 
sard read the opening prayer. The mul- 
titude stood reverently with bowed heads 
and the clergyman’'s voice carried to the 
edge of the square. 

President Wilson stood at the chap- 
lain’s right, with Secretary Daniels at 
his left. 

When the chaplain ended his prayer 
he stepped back, leaving Secretary Dan- 
iela and the President facing each other 
at the front of the platform. 

Then the Secretary recited the names 

of the 19 men in whose honor the serv- 
ices were held. This included two who 
have died at Vera Cruz since the Mon- 
tana steamed away. Secretary Daniels 
said: : 
Daniels Praises Sacrifice, 
“Mr. President I have the solemn hon- 
or to report to you, as commander in 
chief of the United States Navy, the 
names of the 15 sailors and four marines 
who recently at Vera Crus sealed with 
their blood thelr devetion to the flag 
of their country. All were in the prime 
of vigorous young manhood. Of the. 19 
who answered their last call with a 
cheerful ‘aye, aye, sir,’ 13 were 22 or 
under. The oldest was 36, the youngest 
1% Their average age was but a little 
over 23. They ‘were young and sud- 
denly beheld life's morn’ decline.’ They 
gave not only all they were but all 
they hoped to be.

FEDERAL GUNBOAI 


Huerta Transport Driven Out of 
Harbor—Americans Safe 
at Culiacan. 


WASHINGTON, May 11—Rear Ad- 
miral Howard of the Pacific fleet re- 
ported today that the abandoned Mexi- 
can gunboat Morelos was boarded yes- 
terday, set fire to and blown up by the 
Constitutionalists at Mazatlan.

REBELS NOW HOLD ALL 
NORTH OF SALTILLO 


Taking of Town of Reata Clears 
Way to Big Cities and Gives 


Railway Control. 

TORREON, Mexico, May 11.—The tak- 
ing of the town of Reata by the rebels 
clears the line of communication be- 
tween this city, Monterey and Saltillo. 
Reata was the last point held by the 
Federals north of Saltillo. The capture 
also gives the Constitutionalists complete 
control of the railroad line to Eagle 
Pass. 

The Department of Foreign Affairs 
announced yesterday that Gen. Carranza 
had given ofders to Col, Elias Calles, 
chief of garrisons in Sonora, that the 
properties of the Queen Copper Co. and 
the San Felice mine in Sonora be pro- 
tected.

The Federals, numbering about 4000 
men, in command of Gen. Zaragoza, are 
being aided in the defense of the city 
by the Federal gunboats Vera Cruz, 
Zaragoza and Bravo. The last-named 
vessel has 14 six-pounders and four four- 
inch‘ field pieces. The gunboats are at 
& disadvantage, as they are moored to 
wharves at Tampico’s water front and 
cannot get all their guns into action at 
the same time. 

Brilliant Leader at Scene, 

Gen. Gonzales, one of Carranza’s most 
brilliant commanders, marched to the 
relief of Gen. Luis Caballero Friday. He 
carried the 12 pieces of American-made 
artillery and a large amount of ammu- 
nition with him. He joined forces with 
Gen. Caballero Saturday and all. that 
night was spent in placing their artil- 
lery and deploying their men. The 
fighting began at daybreay Sunday. 

The foregoing information was re- 
ceived here from two sources. The 
Navy Department received one dispatch 
from Admiral Badger, transmitting 4 
wireless dispatch from Admiral Mayo. 
It merely stated that fighting had be- 
gun at daybreak. Senor Zubaron, chie< 
confidential agent of the Constitution- 
alists, received a report from Gen. Car- 
ranza giving the details of the forces en- 
gaged and the information that the 
fighting: was now raging.

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, May 11.—Four 


schools opened here today with native 
instructors and the same machinery as 
before the occupation by the American 
troops. If the experiment of opening 
these four schools 1s successful, Briga- 
dier-General Funston plans to re-estab- 


lish the entire school system of the 
city. This plan is in line with his pol- 
icy gradually to restore all local insti- 
tutions under Mexican law. 

The recent trouble encountered by 
Americans who ventured into Mexico 
City has resulted in tightening all out- 
posts lines. The military authorities are 
determined not to be embarrassed be- 
cause of the safety of Americans ven- 
turing into dangerous territory and only 
those having urgent business will be 
permitted to pass from the city into the 
interior. No obstacle, however, will be 
placed in the way of Mexicans wishing 
to travel either in or out of Vera Crus. 

Vera Cruz is free ot gambling today, 
probably for the first time in centuries. 
This extensive vice which was partic- 
ularly disastrous to the poorer classes, 
was wiped out by Gen. Funston’s order, 
which became operative today. Gen. 
Funston is closely watching other 
/plague spots in the etty, long regarded 
as institutions, with the intention of 
stopping them. Even the old Spanish 
Sunday custom of bull fighting may be 
abolished. 

The city is humming with new life, 
and business is booming, with the ex- 
ception of distributions into the interior. 
Gen. Funston is encouraging all activ- 
ities, offering transportation to the in- 
terior, but merchants inland so far have 
not availed themselves of the opportu- 
nities offered. 

Under Red Cross officials Vera Cruz 
is celebrating a continuous municipal 
clean-up day.

BATAVIA, Java, May 11.—The body 
of Mme. Lillian Nordica, the American 
singer, who died here from pneumonia 
‘last night, is to be sent to the United 
States. It will leave here on May 16, en- 
closed in a Chinese casket 

Mme. Nordica had been ill since the 
steamer Tasman, on which she was @ 
passenger, went ashore off Bramble Bay, 
in the Gulf of Paqua, Dec. 28 last. Nerv- 
ous prostration was followed by pneu- 
mnonia. 

The Tasman was floated in three days 
and put into Thursday Island. There 
Mme. Nordica was placed undrr the care 
of a physician, who remained in con- 
stant attendance upon her until April 
1, when she sailed for Batevia. It was 
against the advice of her physicians 
that she made the trip. 

Arriving here, the singer became very 
ill, but recovered somewhat after a stav 
of three weeks. The improvement, how- 
ever, was only t&mporary, and when 2 
relapse occurred the physicians gave up 
all hopes of her recovery. 

It was the intention of Mme. Nordica, 
when she came here, to s-il for Genoa, 
where she was to meet her husband, 
George W. Young, a New York banker. 
She already had taken passage for the 
voyage when the relapse occurred. 


Was Daughter Of 
Maine Farmer. 

The career of Madame Nordica, looked 
upon by many as, the ‘world’s greatest 
prima. donna, represented not only a 
great triumph of artistic temperament 
and inherenf' musical talent, but a tri- 
umph 6f will. She was an indefatigable 
worker. . 

She was the youngest daughter of Ed- 
win Norton, a farmer of Farmington, 
Me., who married a daughter of “Camp- 
Meeting” John Allen. The entire fam- 
ily was musical, and Lilian Norton’s 
brilliant, flexible soprano @oice won 
early distinction. Her father sold his 
farm and the family moved to Boston 
that she might be given proper train- 
ing. 

She made her debut in New York in 

“Somnambula”’ and “Lucia,” at the old 
Academy of Music, then suddenly re- 
tired, but it became known that she had 
settled down to the discipline of a se- 
vere, persistant course of training, and 
shortly afterward she was engaged. by 
Gilbert to sing abroad. She appeared 
in St. Petersburg and Milan and opened 
the Trocadero in Paris in 1878. 

Thereafter her career was one long 
series of operatic triumphs, which took 
her to every leading nation of the world. 
As an exponent ef Wagnerian musica] 
drama she was without an equal, and 
time upon time she was summoned be- 
fore Kings and Queens. One of the 
first to hear her was Queen Victoria. 

. Married Three Times. 

She was married three times. Her 
first ‘husband, Frederick Gower, one 
of the Bell telephone pioneers, dis- 
appeared in an attempted flight 
across the English channel in a »al- 
loon. Her second husband, Zolter 
Dcehms, a Hungarian terior, was di- 
vereed by her. Her third husband was 
George W. Young, a New York banker. 

Madame Nordica sang in St. Louis 
in January, 1912, and she was given 
an ovation at that time. In Los. An- 
gcles in March, 1918, when Adolphus 
Busch was‘ill, she went to his Pasa- 
dena home and sang for him the num- 
bers of a concert he had been unahle 
to attend. 

Her wonderful career was due prin- 
cipally to discipline, long-continued 
application and intensely dramatic ar- 
tistic expression. 

She hag three sisters, Mrs. Emil 
Dei Castillo, of Los Angeles, Mrs. W. 
Fenton Chauncey, of New York, Mrs. 
W. F. Baldwin of Boston, and a broth- 
er, H. B. Ehler, a politican, of 
Harodsburs, Ky.

De- 
nies Treaty Violation. |

in Taft's Cabinet, and who rejected 
Great Britain’s protest against the right 
of the United States to exempt Ameéf- 


ment of Panama Canal tolls, has issued 


@ public statement arguing against the 
exemption repeal bill now under con- 
sideration in the Senate. 

Primarily Kn6éx asserted that toll ex- 
emption for American coastwise ships 
was not in violation of the Hay-Paunce. 
fote treaty as set forth in the protest 
Of Sir Edward Grey, the British Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs. He confined 
his discussion of the subject to the con- 
clusion by President ‘Wilson that ft did 


In discussing the President's  state- 
ment that the tolls act violated the 
treaty and Sir Edward Grey’s more spe- 
cific claim that “our freedom of ac- 
tion” fn respect to the canal was lim- 
ited. by .the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
Knox said: ‘It is important to carry in 
mind that such limitation must either 
be found in the words of the treaty or 
arise by necessary and irresistible im- 
plication from the facts defining the ré- 
lation of the parties to the treaty and 
to its subject.”’ 

United States Carries Burden. 

Pointing out that the United States 
is building the Panama Canal at an ex- 
pense of $400,000,000, Knox further de- 
clared in his preliminary argument: 

“We alone are expending the millions 
necessary to fortify and protect the 
canal so that some belligerent, eager to 
secure the resulting advantage, may not 
destroy it; we alone are bearing the 
risk of losing all this investment as the 
result of some natural cataclysm, such 
as in earthquake, against which no 
human agency can secure us; we alone 
have stood for whatever of criticism 
has come from the manner of acquiring 
the canal zone—a criticism encouraged 
and fostered by the very class which 
how séeks to turn-over to Europe as a 
gratuity the benefits of our action; we 
alone have put the lives of the flower 
of our army engineers and of thous- 
ands of American citizens through all 


maladies; and, finally, no other country 
has shared and does not propose to 
share one penny of this expenditure or 
any phase of any risk connected with 
our stupéndous undertaking. . 
“Surely upon these facts.there arises 
no necessary implication that Great 
Britain is entitled to the benefits of this 
colossal work on the same and identi- 
cal terms as We, the owners, the buiid- 
ers, the operators, the protectors and 
the insurers of the canal, or that ‘she 
shall dictate how we shall treat matters 
of purely local national trade and com- 
merce, or that we shall be denied the 
very rights in respect to our domestic 
commerce Which she herself claims and 


in the world possesses.”’ 
Base of British Pretest. 

Calling attention to Article III of the 
treaty, upon which Great Britain bases 
its protest, Knox explained that it con- 
tains six rules, the first granting a 
privilege and the other five specifying 
conditions upon which that privilege is 
to-be enjoyed. 

“*"The canal shall be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules,’ is 
the language of the grant,”’ he continued. 
Quoting the rules which relate to war, 
he submitted that they did not apply 
to the United States. 

“Has the United States,’’ Knox in- 

quired, “bound “itself not to use the 
canal if it should exercise a right of 
war or act of hostility within it; if it 
should revictual its ships or take stores 
in the canal; if it should embark or 
disembark troops within the canal; if its 
vessels of war should remain within 
the waters longer than 24 hours; and, if 
so, who is going to enforce these rules 
upon the United States, and will our 
obedience to them be compelled by the 
guns We are planting there for the pro-

“Does not such a view of our rights 
invite all other nations to war with us 
if we, during an actual state of war, use 
the canal for any military purpose? In 
short, would we not thus make all nha- 
tions the allies of our immediate ad, 
versary if we have agreed with all na- 
tions through Great Britain that the 
rules we prescribe for the use of the 
canal apply to ourselves, the grantors 
of the use?’’

“We then started back and began on 
the side streets.

One company started to 
cross a street and were chased to cover 
with four or five shots from windows. 
The trouble was that no one could s¢e 
where they came from. A skirmish line 
Was thrown across the street, but had 
to get to cover after losing one man, 
Watson of the. Firat Division, he being 
hit with thrée shots. We then started 
ithe Colts up the street and it stopped 
their fire for a few minutes. 

One company got across all right, but 
when the three-inch gun and Colts start- 
ed across they up again and 
got Phillip of thé Séventh Division ‘n 
the leg, and ecarriéd away a box of 
thré@-inch shélis besides cutting the 


clothes of a few more: 


Thre¢e-Iach Gun Dees Work. 

“One company then went on the roofs 
and we backed the three-inch into a 
doorway on the corner and Jet her go 
two or threé times, The firing stopped 
after that, and for about an hour they 
were carrying dead and wounded out of 
that block. 

“Guillman got his there. too. He 
was shot through the lung, but we 
hear he is making out all right. A 
couple of more of our bunch got plugged 
there also, but are not huft very bad. 
Yours truly had one slide on his rib, 
but did no more than break the skin. I 
did not know I was hit until it was 
over. gf guess I was so damn scared I 
aid not feel it strike. 

“One of the great-troubles we had at 
first was with the’ Red Cross Mexicans. 
They turned out to be Fedéral soldiers, 


land were moving to different places and 


potting us. We soon gut wise though 
and stopped their work. After about 
four hours of this kind of stuff we took 
charge of an old woman’s home and 
made it our headquarters. It is some 
camp, believe me. That night the 
trouble started again when they opened 
up on our sentries and on thé camp. 
but we soon stopped their fire from our 
own and other roofs. Just now it ‘s 
getting peaceful, but we are still 
searching houses for arms and are get- 
ting all-kinds of them. 
Bursting Shells Near. 

“The other ships had just the same 
kind of a time as we had, but the 
Florida and Utah had the worst of it.

‘The marines are in trenches about 
tén miles out and have the city sur- 
rounded. About fifteen miles beyond 
the marinés the. Federal army is in 
camp, but, believe me, they will get a 
hot récéption if they attempt to come in. 
We expect a bunch of soldiers in today 
and tomerrow, and I guess it is back 
to the ships for us."’

WASHINGTON, May 11—No mines 
will be permitted to reopen in the Colo- 
rado strike district for the present, Sec- 
retary of War Garrison announced to- 
day.. He denied orders had been issued 
forbidding importation of strike break- 
ers, but explained that while the situa- 
tion- remained threatening the mines 
mot already running probably would be

“It makes no difference whether strike 
breakers are imported or whether the 
labor is on the ground,” said Garrison, 
“the question is whether théir employ- 
ment would start trouble. We are ited, 
going to permit anything that would ag- 
gravate the situation. The mines will 
be allowed to reopen just as soon as 
conditions warrant.” \ ’ 


Both Sides Pleased With Federal 
Troops’ Policy in Colorado. - 
TRINIDAD, Coio., May 11.—The an 
nouncement of a definite policy concern- 
ing ‘their intervention in the coal strike 
zone by the officers in command of 
Federal troops here, met with approval 
of both contending fdctions. Today at- 
tention was turned toward the re-estab- 
lishment of the Ludlow tent colony, 
which virtually has been granted by the 
Federal Government, and the reopening 
of those mines which had been Closed 
to operation since the series of uprisings 
and reprisals, which began April 20, and 
continued for several days with heavy 

loss of life and property. 

P. E. Quinn, international organizer 
for the Miners’ Union, declared today 
that he and other union leaders were 
satisfied with the program announced 
by the military authorities. By this 
program, which was promulgated by the 
War Department, no mine in the State, 
which was shut down as the result of 
the walkout of miners, Sept. 23, 1913, will 
be permitted to operate for the present. 
On the other hand, it was stated by 
Col. Lockett, a roll of the inhabitants 
of every strikers’ colony would be made. 
With each striker’s name will be placed 
the name of the mine at which he was 
working when the strike was called. 
Those entries, he said, will be checke4 
with the payrolls of the companies, a1.d 
if any resident of a strike colony is 
found not to have been actually em- 
ployed by the company he will be ex- 
pefled from the colony as a person whu 
is not living at his proper abode, con- 
trary to the proclamation of President 
Wilson of April 22. The same pro- 
cedure will be ‘followed in respect to 
all persons living on the property of 
mine companies. These objects of ex- 
rulsion will be deported by the military 
authorities.

If the Legislative Committee of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union had referred to the 
voting records, it would not have reported that the 
substitution of “registered voters” for actual voters 
at the previous election as the percentage basis 
in the new charter could double the number of 
signatures to an initiative petition. 

The new charter requires 5 per cent of the 
registered voters on a petition to submit a pro- 
posal at a general] election and 7 per cent at a 
special election. At present the percentage of 


| voters is 15 and 25. 


In the recent mayoralty election in round num- 
bers about 150,000 voters were registered and 
about 120,000 votes were cast. Under the new 
charter 6 per cent of 150,000 would be required 
for an initiative petition. This for a general elec- 
tion would be 7500 and for a special election 
10,500. The difference between the registered and 
actual voters was about 30,000, so that for a 
general election only 1500 would be added to the 
number and for a special election 2100 on account 
of the change of basis. 

Under the present charter the required num- 
ber of names would be 18,000 for a general elec- 


tion and 30,000 for a special election. 


The difference between the registered vote and 
the vote cast at a general election is rarely more 
than 30,000, so that the number of initiative 
signers is far from double under the new per- 
centage basis and the total number required is, 
by reason of the reduced percentage, small. 

It is difficult to umderstand the working of the 
minds of men who oppose the new charter be- 
cause it changes the percentage basis for the 
initiative and referendum when it reduces the 
number required by nearly two-thirds. 

One other objection is the provision which re- 
guires a committee of citizens to be named on 
the initiative petitions, four of whom, in the 
event that the petition is rejected by the Board 
of Aldermen and the Mayor; can prevent the 


‘lelection by giving an opinion in writing that it is 


unnecessary. This is merely a precautionary 
measure to prevent the holding of an election 
which, after the petitions are signed, may be 
found to be unnecessary. The committee would 
represent the voters signing the petition. The 
circumstances under which its members could 
be empowered to veto the election would be rare. 
Their action would be rarer. 

Better reasons than these ought to be required 
by voters to induce them to reject the great body 
of charter improvements contained in the pro- 
posed instrument.

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ROUGH HOUSE AT CALVARY CHURCH. 

The hew form of religious intolerance that 
showed itself at Mr. Rockefeller’s Calvary Bap- 
tist Church in New York Sunday has an aspect 
no more lovely than some older forms. ‘It made 
a rough house in a house of worship, not over 
faith but over works—not because of what is 
believed but because of the believer. The I. W.

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GRATEFUL AMERICAN REFUGEES 

Some American refugees from interior Mexico 
reached the coast cursing their own Government 
and distinguished representatives of the Govern- 
ment. 

That many of them were enabled to escape at 
all was due solely to that Government. For 
months it continued Warnings on the danger of 
remaining in the war-distracted country. Their 
safety has been the object of its unceasing and 
solicitous thought. Nothing which its own rep- 
resentatives could undertake or which it might 
properly ask the representatives of other coun- 
tries to undertake has been neglected in afford- 
ing them protection among a disorganized peo- 
ple. To facilitate their escape it has painstak- 
ingly expended huge sums appropriated for the 
purpose from the taxpayers’ money.

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THE DEAD FROM VERA ORUZ. 

New York will honor today the United States 
sailors and marines who were killed when our 
forces took possession of Vera Cruz. By 80 do- 
ing, it will pay a tribute of respect also to the 
thousands of brave men in the army and navy 
who are serving their country and the cause of 
free government far from home. 

Government military funerals are often calcu- 
lated to excite the war spirit, but this pageant 
of mourning has no such purpose and can have 
no such result. In spite of all that has happened, 
there is no popular excitement or desire for ven- 
geance. The cries of the jingo awaken only 
pitymg responses. Those who portray the glory 
of conquest talk to the winds. 

Our men at Vera Cruz fell in honorable con- 
flict but not in war. The very orders under 
which they operated disclaimed the idea of war 
and renounced selfish ambition. Whether the 
seizure of the city was necessary or not; whether 
the sanguinary consequences of the movement 
were a surprise or not and whether efforts in 
progress elsewhere to adjust matters south of the 
Rio Grande succeed or not, the records will show 
that the people and the Government of the United 
States have not acted and are exceedingly re- 
luctant to act aggressively toward the people of 
Mexico. With these sentiments very generally 
held jn this country, today’s spectacle, sadly im- 
pressive as it must be, will make for peace 
rather than for war. It will suggest very power- 
fully the awful tragedies of strife. It will fortify 
in the minds of many that the continuation of 
such sacrifices can never be justified by passion 
or greed.

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OUR EXILES RETURNING FROM CANADA. 

The latest figures indicate that a decided check 
has been imposed on the movement of Americans 
to the cheap lands of the Canadian Northwest. 

Immigration from the United States to Canada 
is computed at 358,859 during the last eight years, 
but during the same period 616,000 persons have 
In 
this interchange of population the United States 
has gained 257,141 more persons than it has lost. 

This recent excess credited to the United States 
merely continues on a smaller scale a movement 
to this side of the line that has been going on for 
years. The Canadian people used to’ be defined 
as consisting of about 5,000,000 persons living in 
the Dominion of Canada and about 1,000,000 
living in the United States. Not only were tens 
of thousands of French-speaking natives. drawn 
to New England and tens of more thousands of 
English-speaking natives to our Western states, 
but great numbers of Buropeans who had been 
attracted to Canada. It was most discouraging 
to Dominion immfgration effort to discover that 
a large percentage of those who had been in- 
duced to settle in Canada pulled up stakes after a 
few years and established permanent homes on 
this side of the line. In 1910 former Canadians 
living in this country numbered 1,209,717. 

The movement the other way of our own native 
Americans had serious phases for a time, Mis- 
souri being one of the states that suffered con- 
siderable losses in consequence, but the dis- 
illustonment will be permanent. In two years 
193,000 Americans who settled in Canada have 
come back. Missourians are beginning to appre- 
ciate that the cheap lands of their own long-set- 
tled State have a pronounced superiority in cli- 
mate, nearness to markets and other features
